Senate today defeatgd a bill which 
would extend the'life of the Am- 
erican Toll company’s bridge ov- 
er Carquinez Strait franchise 
from 25 t> 50 years. The bill 
gave boards of supervisors per- 
missive right to make the change. 
“The San Francisco delegation 
voted unanimously against the 
measure. 

Senator Herbert C. Jones, of 
Santa Clara county, speaking in 
oppositionf to the bill declared 
that the State was getting away 
from the proposition of grants 
for public functions to private 
concerns. He said that the pri- 
vate toll roads of the State had 
been taken over into public highi- 
ways, and that gradually , the 
State would take over toll bridges. 

He, therefore, was against the 
bill which carried on for another 
25 years the private control of 
the. bridge. 

Senator Wilk R. Sharkey, of 
Contra “Costa who sponsored the 
bill said that since thé ffanchise 
was gfantéd in 1922 for ‘25 years 
the State law had been changed 
and that tol] bridge franchise ap- 
plications were now based. upon 
a 50 year term, of life.
